CONCLUSION. 

Having now brought to a close the account of their Transactions for 
another year, your Committee would invite the Metbers of the Society 
to join them in those feclings of thankfulness to God, which are called tor 
by the present state of this Institution, when compared with what it wae 
about eighteen months ago. At that time, the difficuliies under which it 
labored were 0 great, that, calculating according te common principles, it 
seemed impossibie that it should surmount them. But those things which 
With men are impossibie, are possible with God. All hearts are in hie 
bands. It pleased Him, in hie ado: able Providence, to raise up for this So- 
ciety all the necessary help; and by the arrangement whereby our Dissent- 
ing Brethren agreed to place the manangement of it entirely in the hands 
ef the Established Church, that unity of operation which it fermer!y want- 
@d was given to it. Your Committee have, during the past year, had to 
gontend “with great and serious obstac’es, but they are happily ina great 
measure surmounted ; ; and though it does not become any Human [nstitu- 
tion to use the language of seli- confidence, or to say, * My meuantain stand- 
eth stronz” 5 yet whe a your Comnnittee reflect upon what the Providence 
ef God has already wrought for them, they feel the strongest grounds for 
an assured hope, that be wil not forsake this Society in tine tocoine, but 
will make it snow forth his praise. “ The Lord hath dene great things for 
wes already, wiereof we rejoice. 

Your Committee are aware, however, of the magnitude and difici'ty of 
that work which rests upon them. They need more than human wisdom 
to carry iton: butit is tueir consolation, that the manifold wisdom ot God 
is manifested in giving wisdom to babes, and confounding the un lerst: anding 
of the prudent. They alse require more than hunian strength to over- 
come the difticu'ties whic sh impede their pt ogress: butthey are supported 
by the reflection, that the strength of Christ is made periect in the weak- 
ness of those who put their trust in his mis ghty and all suflicient grace.

NOW, as 1" 
the days of tlic Tloly Apostles of our Lord, this doctrine shall prove itself 
to be the power of God unto salvation, to the Jew first, and also to the 
Greek »priting down strong-holds, and casting down imaginations, and eve- 
ry hich thing that exalteth jtself avainst the knowledge of ~iod, and bring: 
ing ite captivity every thought unto the obedience of Christ. 

in order, however, to its producing these glorions eflects,the preaching 
of the Cross of Christ must be accompanied with the Holy Ghost pour ‘aa 
enttrom on high ; and it becomes us to remember that this isto he expect: 
ed only in answer to tervent and importunate prayer. Suffer, then, your 
Conunittee to exhort and beseech you to abound more and more in this du- 
tv. If the preactnng of the Gospel to the Jews have not yet produced 
great der visible effects, it may be because Christians have not prayed withe 
eut ceasing for their elder Brethren of the louse of Isracl—We may 
have too often satisfied ourselves with giving pecuniary aid, and contribu- 
ting our personal serviees 3 not remeuibermg that Ged bestows no spirit- 
ual blessines to the moat unbounded liber ality, and the most unwearied ja- 
ors, unless they are sane tified hy thie spirl it ot pra; aver. Should an unue 
a! spivit.of intercession for the lost sheep ef the House of Israel be 
onred out upon the Members of this Society, your Committes doubt not 
that increasing tokens of the Divine Favor to this Institution, and through 
it to the House of Israel, will, atno distant time, be vouchsaied in enswer 
to such suppiications, 

Your Committee conclude this Report, by remarking, that perliaps a 
ven now the animated Exhortation at the Evangelical P poplet. dsaiah, ad- 
dressed tothe Church of God, in the last ages, has heen heard by us,—and 
Hiway be, that our present sit cere, though teeble endeavors, are evidence 
e! our having begun to give chedinues to it — 

“(70 threu oh, £0 throu: ch) thie gates : - prepare ye the way of the people : : 
cast up, cast up the highway : gather out the stones: lift a standard for 
the people. Behoid, the Lord hath proclaimed unto the end of the world;
